PHOTOGRAPHING FLYING BULLETS. 


Photography has also been made use of 
in studying the motion of the projectile. 
In the case of large guns instantaneous 
views of the shot during its flight have 
been successfully taken by means of a 
camera provided with a quick-acting shut¬ 
ter. This method is not applicable, how¬ 
ever, to smaii arms. A rifle-ballet is a 
very small object, and the camera must be 
set very near its path in order to obtain a 
picture of sufficient size to be of use, but 
the nearer the instrument is placed to the 
moving object to be photographed, the 
more rapid is the motion of the image 
over the plate, and no “instantaneous” or 
quick-acting shutter could possibly be made 
to operate with sufficient rapidity, or at the 
proper instant, to give a sharply defined 
picture. The desired end is accomplished, 
however, by the aid of electricity. The 
camera is provided with an extremely sensi¬ 
tive plate and placed in a dark room, 
through which the bullet is made to pass. 
The instant the bullet is in front of the 
camera it breaks an electric circuit, pro¬ 
ducing a spark which illuminates the bullet 
for an instant, and its image is impressed 
upon the sensitive plate. The duration of 
the electric spark is almost infinitesimal, 
and, since the plate is affected only during 
the continuance of the spark, a Yvell-deflned 
photograph of au object moving at a 
greater velocity than that of sound is ob¬ 
tained. Such pictures show the condensa¬ 
tion of the air In front of the bullet, the 
vacum left behind it, and the eddies and 
currents prodaced in the surrounding 
atmosphere by its motion; and they afford 
information which is of value in determin¬ 
ing the best shape to be given to the pro¬ 
jectile in order to reduce to a minimum the 
resistance which the air opposes to its flight, 
and so increase its range and effect.— Lieut. 
John Mills in Scribner’s.

RIGHTS OF ABUTT0RS IN HIGHWAYS. 


The rights of land owners in the high¬ 
way adjoining are somewhat peculiar. In 
theory the title to the land of the highway 
is vested in the owner of the adjoining 
land to the middle of the road; but this 
title is subject to the superior rights of the 
pnblic to pass over the same, and to make 
such passage safe and pleasant. 

The owner to the adjacent land has the 
exclusive right to the grass, firewood and 
wild or cultivated fruit that may grow by 
the roadside. He may use the sand, gravel, 
loam or trees at the roadside subject to the 
superior rights of the public officers in 
control of the highway, who have the first 
right to use any road material for repair of 
the road anywhere within their town or 
city. 

No other person than the owner has the 
right to allow his cattle to stop and feed 
upon the roadside, yet any one may drive 
his cattle along the road, nsing reasonable 
care to keep them moving. 

If fruit or nut trees grow along the road¬ 
side, entirely on the road, the owner has 
exclusive right to the frnlt or nuts (if he 
can get them) and others are stealing in the 
eye of the law when they take them just as 
much as if the fruit grew inside the fence, 
and this applies even to fruit or nuts which 
have fallen to the ground. 

The public has a right to use the road 
for peaceable passage and for nothing else, 
it has no right to gather in crowds disturb¬ 
ing your peace or to insult or iDjore yon in 
any way while passing. And on the other 
hand you most not in any way obstruct the 
passage of the public along the road by 
piliDg your wood there, or leaving your 
wagons or any other obstructions in the 
way or roadside, and if any one meets with 
an accident in consequence of such care¬ 
lessness, yon are liable for damages in a 
private suit, and to pay a fine also for 
obstructing travel. 

The street, wall or fence must be entirely 
on the land of the abuttor and not half on 
each side of the line, as is often done with 
division fences. 

Whenever a road is for any cause discon¬ 
tinued, the whole right of its nnobstructed 
use reverts to the abuttors to the middle 
of the road. 

Ornamental, or' shade, or other trees 
planted along the public road, must be 
planted by consent of the public officers in 
charge and where they direct; and these 
officers have a right to cat down or prane 
any tree which interferes with public 
travel; but they have no right to remove 
the wood without the consent of the owner 
of the land adjoining. 

The city or town Is obliged to take care 
of the water which runs along the roads, 
so that it shall not damage the adjoining 
lands, and on the other hand, the owner of 
adjoining land most take care that the 
water running from his land does not in¬ 
jure the highway .—Massachusetts Plough¬ 
man. 


TABLE ETIQUETTE FOR CHILDREN.

Teach it to take its seat qnietly; 

To use Us napkin properly;

Never to interrupt and never to contra¬ 
dict;

West Virginia’s governorship has been 
settled after many months in favor of 
Fleming, Democrat, the vote standing 43 
for Fleming and 40 for Golf. 


Biennial sessions of the Legislature 
would bring one inestimable blessing,—this 
endless Beverly Farms agitation would 
have a rest every other year. Give us bi¬ 
ennials !_ 

It cost the state only $14,630 to print and 
distribute the ballots at the last election. 
It would have cost the candidates and 
their friends several times that sum under 
the old system. This is progress in the 
right direction. 


New York’s new aqueduct, which is to 
convey the Croton water to the city in the 
course of a'few months,is the greatest tun¬ 
nel in the world,being thirty-three and one- 
eighth miles loug, and it contains brick 
enough to build a good-sized town. The 
city has long needed an addition to its 
water supply. 

The New Hampshire forestry commission 
proposes to avert the threatened denuding 
of the White and Franconia mountain 
ranges by asking the Legislature to take 
possession of the whole region and make it 
a vast state park. Everybody but the lumber¬ 
men will say “Amen” to this, and it cannot 
be done too quickly. 


President Harrison’s cabinet is passing 
through deep waters of affliction. The re¬ 
cent death of Secretary Blaine’s son was 
closely followed by the sudden death, on 
Sunday, of his oldest daughter, Mrs. Cop- 
pinger, after a brief illness. Then came 
the terrible desolation of Secretary Tracy’s 
home on Monday. The sympathy of the 
country will go out strongly to the afflicted 
ones; and well may we say, “There is but 
a step between me and death. 


Biiattleboro has settled the question of 
a new postmaster in a way which ought to 
satisfy the people, or a majority of them at 
any rate. Polls were opened, and all the 
Republican patrons of the office, male and 
female, were allowed to vote, the result be¬ 
ing 407 votes for Childs, the Democratic 
incumbent, and 401 for*Hines, who had 
been “slated” for the place. Hines and his 
friends are dissatisfied, of course, but it 
isn’t in the nature of things for the minor¬ 
ity to be suited. 


Tiiere has been a lively row in Congress 
the past week over what the Democrats 
have termed Speaker Reed’s arbitrary and 
revolutionary ruling. The Democrats have 
resorted to the usual tactics of the minori¬ 
ty when they are opposed to a measure, in 
sitting silently in their seats and refusing 
to vote, so that a count would show a quo¬ 
rum had not voted. In this way a filibus¬ 
tering minority has been able to obstruct 
business as long as it may see fit, as it has 
been customary for the speaker to rule that 
a quorum was not present, under those 
conditions, though every member might be 
in his seat. The majority has therefore 
been at the mercy of the minority at all 
times, unless it had a clear majority of its 
own members in their places. The evil has 
long been recognized by both parties, but 
it has seemed impossible to remedy it. But 
when a contested election case was taken 
up last week and the Democrats refused to 
respond to their names, Speaker Reed took 
the names of several, instructed the clerk 
to record the fact that they were present, 
making a quorum, aud declared the motion 
carried. The Democrats raged and howled, 
but the speaker was immovable and they 
had to submit. The idea that a member 
who is present must be counted absent be¬ 
cause he keeps his mouth shut when his 
vote is called for is preposterous, and the 
speaker's decision will facilitate the busi- 
ness'of the house immensely. 


THE FATAL FLAMES. 


A shocking calamity occurred at Wash¬ 
ington Monday morning, in the burning of 
the house of Secretary Tracy, of the navy 
department, and the death of his wife, 
daughter and a French maid. The fire was 
discovered about 7 o’clock and was well 
under way. Mrs. Tracy dropped from the 
window of her room in the second story to 
the court below, and received injuries from 
which she died in an hour. Secretary Tracy 
was overcome by the smoke, but was res¬ 
cued by a policeman and the chief of the 
fire department, who rushed up the burning 
staircase and managed to drag him to a 
window. He was taken down a ladder, al¬ 
most dead from asphyxiation, and it was 
several hours before he fully recovered his 
senses. A married daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
merding, and her daughter, Alice, jumped 
from a second story window, escaping with 
some severe injuries. Mary, the other 
daughter, was suffocated in the hallway, 
and the French maid was burned to death 
in her room on the upper floor. President 
Harrison was promptly on the scene, and it 
was from his lips that the Secretary learned 
the sad news of the death of his wife and 
daughter, whose bodies were taken to the 
White House, where the funeral services 
were held Wednesday forenoon. 

OTHER FIRES. 

An Italian tenement house on North 
street, Boston, was burned soon after mid¬ 
night Sunday morning, and nine persons 
were burned to death, three others fatally 
injured, and several others more or less 
seriously injured. It is thought the fire 
started in a clothiug store on the first 
floor, aud the flames soon enveloped the 
narrow stairways, cutting off all retreat for 
the tenants up stairs, a number of whom 
were rescued from the windows with lad¬ 
ders. A few hours later the fine marble 
Sears Building, corner of Washington and 
Court street-, was gutted by fire, causing a 
loss of about §200,000. For a time it 
looked as if Young’s Hotel and other ad¬ 
joining buildings must go too, but the fire¬ 
men succeeded in confining the flames to 
the one building. 

Five large business blocks at Danbury, 
Conn., were burned early Sunday morning, 
at a loss of some §300,000. 

Portland, Me., was visited by a fire 
Wednesday night which partially or wholly 
destroyed three wharves and several build¬ 
ings, at a loss of about §125,000.

His face was somewhat 
scratched up, but he was not seriously 
hurt. He wouldn’t come near the station, 
but sent word that he shouldn’t try it 
again. 

Just after the boat train started south on 
the New London Northern road last night 
Conductor Cody found a man who was 
drunk, had no ticket, wouldu’t pay and 
wouldn’t get oil’. He accordingly stopped 
the train near Holden’s mill and backed to 
the station, where James Goff of Monson 
was handed over to Officer Dawson. He 
appeared at the district court this morning, 
and subsequently a warrant was served on 
Caryl Bros, for selling him liquor while 
drunk. Some interesting facts are expect¬ 
ed at the hearing.

Successful Liquor Raids. 

.Two successful raids were made on 
liquor dealers last Sunday, T. J. Chalk at 
Tenneyville and Edward Burns of Thorn¬ 
dike being-the victims. About 11 o’clock 
in the morning Officers Healey and Dawson 
went down Park street to Chalk’s place, 
and opened the door of the house before 
the inmates knew of their presence. In a 
bed-room down stairs the officers found a 
jug containing about two quarts of rum, 
and a quart bottle with about a pint of 
wine in it. In the wood-shed was a box 
marked “W. P. & Co., B. & A. R. R., 
Palmer, Mass.,” and in the box was a 10- 
gallon keg of whisky, which Chalk claimed 
belonged to the above-named firm. Out¬ 
side, near the corn-crib, the officers could 
smell the “critter” strongly, but were 
unable to find anything for some time, but 
finally discovered the end of a small rubber 
hose which was still wet from recent use, 
the other end being connected with a keg 
containing five or six gallons of rum, 
which was hidden inside the crib. Chalk 
denied all knowledge of this—didu’t know 
how it came there. It has been noted for 
some time that there was a good deal of 
travel Sundays by Palmer residents toward 
Tenneyville, and Chalk has been suspected 
of doing quite a Sunday business. It is 
said, however, that the direct cause of the 
raid was a man who a short time ago 
bought some liquor of Chalk, giving a §20 
bill in payment. When his change was 
handed him it was about §18 short, and be¬ 
ing unable to get what was due him he 
“gave the thing away.” 

In the afternoon Officers Healey and 
Bowen called on Edward Burns at Thorn¬ 
dike, and found a large jug containing about 
two quarts of whisky, and a bottle with 
about a pint in it. It somewhat surprised 
Burns to be called on Sunday, as he re¬ 
marked to the officers: “Why, this is Sun¬ 
day! Can you do this Sunday?” They 
rather thought they could. Monday he 
appeared before the court and pleaded 
guilty, paying §G2.20 and faithfully promis¬ 


ing to go out of the business at once.

Boston, Feb. 5, 1890. 

Representative Sanders of Palmer offered 
a bill on leave at the session of the House 
yesterday proposing to amend sections 21 
and 22, chapter 114, Public. Statutes, so as 
to make them more effective iu the preser¬ 
vation of good order at agricultural fairs. 
Under the rules the bill was referred to the 
committee on agriculture. 

The Senate on Thursday took its turn at 
the resolutions in regard to the opening of 
the Charlestown navy yard, and the House 
resolution in favor of applying the merit 
system to applicants for employment was 
attacked. The Charlestown senator, Mr. 
Gammons, and his geographical neighbor, 
Mr. Campbell of East Boston, both at¬ 
tacked the resolution as unnecessary, aud 
the former was especially severe in his de¬ 
nunciation of the civil service reformers. 
Other senators took the same view and so 
the much-debated resolution received a de¬ 
feat. 

The Home on Thursday, under the lead 
of Mr. Sprout of Worcester, voted down, 
57 to 97, a bill to incorporate the Worcester 
real estate association. Mr. Sprout’s point 
that it was a corporation for the purpose 
of speculating iu land and that, as it was 
sound public policy to encouraging small 
land holdings, it was a mistake to pass the 
bill. Mr. Gla3gon of Worcester showed 
how respectable the incorporators were, 
and how much good they would do, but he 
did not persuade the House. 

On Friday Mr. Glasgon tried to persuade 
the House to reconsider, saying that he 
wished to get further information, but Mr. 
Sprout replied that the facts desired were 
in his speech, and showed the policy of the 
state. Mr. Barker of Malden, chairman 
of the committee which reported the bill, 
said he heard a member say the day before 
that “that vote showed how the gang 
could be sat down upon,” and he hoped 
that such an influence would not have 
weight in the matter. This was the first 
time that any allusion had been made to the 
feeling in the House over the make-up of 
the committees, and it did not, apparently, 
have the desired effect, for the vote on re¬ 
consideration was 62 to 113, or a larger 
vote against the bill than before. 

In the Senate a reconsideration was car¬ 
ried of the adoption of the navy yard reso¬ 
lutions with the civil service reform struck 
out. The senators were not willing to 
stand before the public in the attitude of 
opposing civil service reform pure and 
simple, and so they brought back the reso¬ 
lutions and laid them on the table. This 
week the resolutions have been adopted 
with a strong addition in favor of civil 
service reform. The House has yet to 
concur. 

A petition was presented in the House on 
Friday from John D. Long, James H. 
Mellen and others for the abolition of the 
poll tax as a voting qualification. George 
D. Ayers, president of the nationalist 
club, and others of its members, petitioned 
for a law to allow cities and towns to make 
and sell gas and electricity.

LEG IS LA TI YE MA TTEES. 

Boston, Feb. 2G, 1890. 

Once in a while a labor bill is presented, 
such as were frequent five or six years ago, 
and a little later when the Knights of Labor 
were striking terror into the hearts of con¬ 
servative-legislators and capitalists. Two 
such were reported on Thursday. One 
provides that the law of 188G every 
accident iu a manufacturing establish¬ 
ment which is serious enough to 
cause a four days’ absence from work 
shall be reported to the chief of po¬ 
lice, shall be extended to include mercan¬ 
tile establishments. The other ,has been 
proposed years before now, but only to be 
defeated. It says that no person under 18 
years of age shall run an elevator, and that, 
no elevator shall be run at a greater speed 
than 450 feet a minute. A penalty of from 
825 to $100 is provided for each offense. 

Adverse reports have been made on 
allowing barbers’ shops to be open on Sun¬ 
day and on permitting towns with G000 in¬ 
habitants to petition for city charters. 

A bill has been reported to allow the pur¬ 
chase of the Southern Vermont road by 
the Fitchburg road, but no claims of the 
Fitchburg road against the state are to be 
compromised by the governor and council. 

The annual report of the state board of 
health was made in the Senate on Friday. 
Duriug the year they have made 140 pros¬ 
ecutions. In 12G of these cases they have 
secured convictions, in 13 the accused has 
been discharged and three cases are still 
pending. Sixty-six of the prosecutions 
were for violation of the milk law. In 56 
cases conviction was secured; eight re¬ 
sulted in discharge and two are pending. 
Fifty-three complaints were made of vio¬ 
lation of the law to regulate the sale of 
oleomargarine. Forty-seven resulted in 
conviction, five in discharge and one case 
is still pending. For complaints against 
the law to prevent adulteration of other 
articles of food there were 21 arrests, and 
every one was followed by conviction. 
The expenses of the board were $10,35G, 
and they caused $3889 to be paid as tines 
into the county treasuries. 

In the Senate on Friday an adverse re¬ 
port was made unanimously by the woman 
suffrage committee on allowing women to 
vote on the issue of liquor licenses. It is 
said that the women will try to secure their 
object under a municipal suffrage bill. The 
matter always makes a sharp contest in the 
Legislature. 

A constitutional amendment which passed 
the Legislature in 1889 by the necessary 
two-thirds’ majority has been defeated by 
this House almost unanimously. It per¬ 
mitted the disfranchisement of voters for 
“infamous crimes” and for crimes against 
the elective franchise. But it was found 
that “infamous crimes” was a very broad 
and undefined term. So it was stricken 
out. That left only crimes against the 
elective franchise. They are very rare, as 
shown by the court records. If the re¬ 
solve passed, it would give the state an un¬ 
deserved stigma for ballot-box stuffing, 
and so the resolve was rejected. 

There is a plan pending for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to require a majority to 
constitute a quorum of each branch of the 
Legislature, and on the petition in aid of 
the pending order are the names of S. W. 
McCall, Winfield S. Slocum and other 


prominent members of recent Legislatures. 
Now 100 are a quorum of the House and 
1G of the Senate. In other words, there 
could be two constitutional Houses in ses¬ 
sion at the same time, even with 40 
absentees, aud two constitutional Seuates 
with eight absentees. In case there should 
be party quarrels, such as have been in 
Montana, Louisiana and South Carolina, 
and the organization of the Legislature 
should be in dispute, it would be perfectly 
constitutional here for two Legislatures to 
organize at the same time. If the election! 
of a United States senator were pending, 
each of these Legislatures could elect a 
senator who could get credentials from a 
legally constituted Legislature. The risk 
is believed too great in the comiug close 
division of the state between the parties, 
and the strength of political feeling. The 
only objection to the change is that it 
would require a few men to stay in each 
branch till the proper time for adjournment 
every afternoon, iustead of neglecting the 
business they were elected to transact. 

Great interest is felt in the proposal be¬ 
fore the committee on agriculture to muz¬ 
zle all of the dogs which run at large; 
crowds have attended the hearings, the 
friends of the dogs being especially out in 
force. They have warmed up with en- 
thusiam and have stamped and cheered so 
in the blue room they have jarred plaster¬ 
ing from the ceiling of the Senate chamber 
below. But the committee has been able 
to check the demonstrations of these 
warm-hearted friends of the dogs. Presi¬ 
dent Angell of the anti-cruelty society said 
that there is scarcely ever a case of hydro¬ 
phobia, and the people who are usually 
thought to have had it probably did not. 
Only ten cases have occurred in Boston in 
the last 40 years 

Marked interest has attended the hearings 
of the insurance committee this week, and 
they have been of public interest because 
they concerned so closely the many thou¬ 
sand policy-holders in the assessment and 
endowment companies. One cannot hear 
the testimony and see the kind of men who 
give it without wondering how people will 
ever take an endowment policy. They 
seem to think that there is some magical 
way of making money out of nothing con¬ 
nected with these orders, and they expect 
to get $500 at the end of five years for $237 
put in, and it was said that there is actually 
one order which proposes to pay $100 at 
the end of one year for $25 paid in. 
These orders, which have been organized 
as late as last August and September, find 
that they are utterly uuable to keep their 
contracts, and so come to the Legislature 
for relief. They are on the same plan as 
the Iron Hall, and have simply tried to 
carry out its principles in a shorter time 
than its seven years. 

The Senate, by 11 to 25, has refused to 
pass the House bill to permit the refund¬ 
ing of a part of a liquor license fee in case 
of the death of the licensee. Senator 
Pinkerton of Worcester led the debate 
against the bill.

The undersigned, Springfield dealers in Clothing and Furnishings, recognize the fact 
that CO hours a week is now recognized by the public at large and to a considerable ex¬ 
tent by statute enactment as the reasonable limit of labor that may be required in all 
industrial pursuits. The wear upon Salesmen, Clerks and others engaged in mercantile 
life is admitted to be more exhausting each hour employed than in manual labor, hence 
leading bouses iu all classes of trade have become satisfied of the necessity of closing 
at such hours as will demand no more time of their help than is required in other call 
ings. Convinced that such a course will prove of great value to our employees, and of 
no inconvenience to the public, we have agreed to close our places of business each 
evening except Monday and Saturday evenings, and the evenings before legal holidays; 
also to close on legal holidays at 12 m. 

We cordially invite all houses in our lines of goods, and all houses of business so far as pu bll 
urgency will permit, to unite with us in this effort of justice and benefit to our employees. This arrange¬ 
ment is nothing new to our community, however, leading firms having followed It for years. The 
continuance of the plan Is, however, endangered by small or newly-established houses ln our midst, 
who keep open to enlarge a meagre patronage. Can you afford to encourage such houses as this? 
The community cannot; certainly laboring men, whether within labor organizations or not, cannot, as 
the classes we aim to benefit are largely sons aud daughters from their families. To patronize them 
would be to force labor back Into thc hardships of 70 or 80 hours a week. Refusing to close unless “all 
houses, both large and small, shall close,” is simply declaring that Clerks and Salesmen have no rights 
except such as employers cannot avoid yielding them. We put the question squarely, 

IS NOT 10 HOURS SUFFICIENT 

for a day’s labor? Every individual, every organization in this city and the surrounding country 
should investigate this matter and place their patronage where it will support their convictions.
